DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 3/30/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: a modular panel including 
a pair of tower brackets, a threaded sleeve, and a pair of threaded adjustment 
members.
